Few of us have realiztd in 
past years how. universal our

It ends 
by being sovereign not merely 
over the public, but over the pol- 
ice as well, and over their lead- 
ers.“ The Antichrist is a horn 
that had eyes’ (Dan. 7:20)—a 
master of espionage.
